ers when w e came down we found that it was a settler doing some 
clearing. 
The hydro-aeroplane will reach the place of a fire in only 
a few minutes, where otherwise hours would he consumed.” 
During the dry weather in late July and early August Vilas will 
probably m ake four ascents a day. 
Vilas recently discovered a fire 
thirty miles off and on investigation it was found that he had made 
an accurate estim ate of the distance.
